Officers’ ‘Training Corps of Great Britain 


HE British War Office has recently 

issued Regulations for the Officers’ 

Training Corps of the British Em- 

pire. This corps corresponds to the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps of the 
United States and the organization pre- 
scribed for it is strikingly similar to that 
wf the latter. It is noteworthy that this 
feature of civilian military training im 
England, viz., training in schools and col- 
leges, is an outgrowth of the war and the 
government is placing it on a permanent 
footing. 

The organization differentiates between 
the training in schools of the secondary 
academic grade and that in the colleges 
and universities, and, like the American 
k.O.T.C., designates the former “Junior 
Division” and the latter “Senior Divi- 
sion.” A school or university ‘“contin- 
gent” is composed of one or more units 
ef the different branches of the service, 
and the minimum authorized strength for 
a contingent is thirty cadets and one com- 
missioned officer. 


Military Education Committee 


It is prescribed that a university desir- 
ing a contingent of the senior division 
must appoint a committee of military edu- 
cation to be officially recognized by the 
uriversity authorities. The army officers 
ale ex-officio members of the eommittee. 
The power and responsibilities of the com- 
mittee are prescribed in detail. In gen- 
eral, the committee recommends the detail 
ef officers to the contingent, supervises 
the administration and conduct of the 
units, and controls the finances pertaining 
to them. Provision is made for periodical 
enferences of répresentatives from these 
military educational committees to dis- 
cuss matters of general interest to the 
Senior Division. 

The regulations state that the primary 
object of the Officers’ Training Corps is 
te provide students with a “standardized 
measure of elementary military training 
with a view to their applying eventually 
for commissions in the Special Reserve of 
Officers or in the Territorial Force. The 
aim of every university and school should 
te to provide as many officers as possible 
for those forces, and it is stated that this 
result will determine the value of any 
contingent to the state. 


Camps Held Annually 


Camps are held annually for both the 
senior and the junior divisions lasting 
from ten to fifteen days and provision is 
made for the institutions to hold local 
week-end camps from time to time. 

It is contemplated that senior units of 
the following branches of the service will 
be organized, viz., Infantry, Artillery, 
Cavalry, Engineers, Medical, Veterinary, 
and Army Service Corps. The junior 
units receive infantry training. 

Cadets of the senior division are en- 
rolled under a contract drawn up by each 
university to suit its own conditions, and 
they are not liable to military service nor

AKING advantage of its experiences in the

The school authorities prescribe the 
conditions of enrolment, service, and dis- 
missal in the units of the junior division, 
but no boy under thirteen years of age 
can be accepted. Masters of schools may 
bt enrolled as cadets to qualify them- 
sclyes. for commissions. 


Schools Are Compensated 


An elaborate system of financial com- 
pensation is provided for the institutions 
maintaining units, but apparently no pay- 
ments are made to the cadets. A yearly 
capitation grant of four pounds is paid to 
each university unit for every “efficient” 
eadet. An additional grant is allowed for 
mounted instruction and to cover upkeep 
cf animals. An additional payment of 
two pounds is allowed for each, cadet en- 
rolled in excess of the previous year, and 
also five pounds: for each student who 
earns “Certificate B” for efficiency. Extra 

eompensation is paid for every student 
commissioned in the Special Reserve of 
Officers, the Territorial Forces, or the 
Regular Army. Provision is made for the 
government to bear hospital charges for 
ilIness contracted in the performance of 
the prescribed military training. Grants 
are made for qualified lecturers, also for 
sending cadets to annual camps. 


Grants for Junior Units 


Schools maintaining junior units also 
receive liberal grants. ne pound is paid 
for every cadet who earns “Certificate 
A” for proficiency and an additional nine 
pounds if the member is granted a com- 
mission in the Specia] Reserve of Officers 
or Territorial Force. ' 

The general purpose of the system of 


compensation appears to be to place the 
responsibility for uniforming, arming and 
equipping, and. generally maintaining. the 
contingent, upon the school and college 
authorities, which simplifies the problems 
of supply. Each student must be uni- 
fermed with a suit of service dress, cap, 
pattees, and great coat (overeoat), all of 
the pattern prescribed for the rank and 
file of the Regular Army. 

The object of the training courses is to 
inculeate the principles of leadership of 
men in the field and to bring the largest 
number of cadets up to the prescribed 
standards of efficiency. 

The course of training comprises— 

(a) Drill. for the. squad, platoon 
and company, both close and extended, 
and battle formations. 

(b) Musketry, which includes care 
of arms, pointing and aiming exer- 
cises, estimation of distances, gallery 
and range practice. 

(c) Field ‘training and _ tactics, 
which includes the practical applica- 
tion of drill and musketry to tactical 
requirements involving the attack and 
defense; outposts; advance, rear, and 
flank guards. 

(d) Map reading and 
the compass. 

(e) Physical training. 
The objective of the training from the 

viewpoint of the cadet is the acquisition 
(f{ Certificates A and B. The former goes 
te a cadet of the junior division who has 
been declared as “efficient” for two years, 
has attended one annual camp, and passes 
an examination. To be declared “effi- 
cient” for the year, the cadet must have 
attended not less than forty instructional 
parades of his unit of at least forty-five 
minutes each, during the preceeding twelve 
months, and have undergone the pre- 
scribed training in musketry and have 
been present at the annual inspection.

N conducting his investigation of the 
Watson charges, authorized by the 
Senate, Senator F. B. Brandegee, 
chairman of the sub- committee hav- 
ing the investigation in charge, appears to 
be anxious to give the officers and men 
who served in the American Army during 
the war a day in court. The opposite 
seems to be the desire of Senator Watson 
of Georgia, who is attempting to blacken 
the character not only of men who served 
in the Army, but also of the patriotic 
women who were in various welfare and 
relief activities during the war. 

“This is very distasteful to me,” said 
Senator Brandegee in discussing the work 
of the committee. “I endeavored to per- 
Suade the President of the Senate to as- 
sign Senator Cummins to the chairman- 
ship of the committee, but he insisted that 
I should serve. As I construe the man- 
date of the Senate, the committee is to go 
to the bottom of all the charges Senator 
Watson has made, and all the insinua- 
tions that have been published in the news- 
Papers. We owe it to the Senate, to the 
Army ‘and to the people to carefully in- 
Yestigate the entire subject. The trouble 
is that officers and men have been put un-

Every move Senator Brandegee has 
made since the opening of the investiga- 
tion indicates that he does not intend to 
be swerved from his determination to get 
at the truth of the charges. He has as- 
sumed a judicial attitude during the hear- 
ings and has refused to be diverted from 
the lines he has laid out by the efforts of 
Senator Watson to disturb the proceedings 
of the committee. Senator Watson’s in- 
sult to Col. Walter A. Bethel, mir and 
Major George W. Cocheu, G. 8., US ov is 
only illustrative of his attitude through- 
out the hearing. 

The investigation will serve two pur- 
poses: (1) It will determine the truth of 
the charges that frequently men were 
hanged or otherwise punished without 
trial in the A.E.F., as made by Senator 
Watson; (2) it will determine the truth 
of similar charges that have been made in 
secret and of rumors that have been in 
circulation at Washington during and 
since the war. 

Senator Watson has only given voice to 
what has been whispered in private by ene- 
mies of the Army. Some of these rumors 


are of a more serious character than the 
charges made by Senator Watson. Up to 
this time no one in public life has given 
them sufficient credence to stand sponsor 
for them in a public declaration. Now 
the issue is clearly drawn. Senator Wat- 
son has made the charges as a prosecutor 
before a court. Up to this writing he has 
not produced the least evidence to support 
his charges. The Senator has, in effect, 
made a statement of what he intends to 
prove and given the investigating commit- 
tee a list of his witnesses, 

The Secretary of War and other officials 
of the War Department have laid before 
the committee the records of the A.B.F. 
and are willing to co-operate with the 
committee in conducting the investigation. 
The Secretary has said that if Senator 
Watson has any evidence to show that 
criminals were unpunished in the A.E.F,, 
or if there have been illegal executions or 
punishments, he is willing to co-operate 
in bringing the guilty to justice.

The director observes that the General 
Staff School for 1921-22 will contain a 
sinall proportion of officers who have not, 
since the World War, at least, had the 
Line School course, and adds, “It is pre- 
sumed that these officers have been spe- 
cially selected with reference to their ca- 
pacity to take a course in training for 
corps and army command and General 
Staff work, and are material. 
At the same time, not having had the re- 
cent Line School course it is not seen that 
they have the foundation for the staff 
class course. 


Combining Courses of Study. 


“The result will doubtless be that each 
such officer will have to carry, in the one 
year, both the School Line course in part 
and the Staff School course complete. It 
is obvious that this is scarcely fair to the 
officer. I do not desire to recommend 
against the sending of ca se- 
lected officers in limited numbers to the 
General Staff School direct, but to invite 
attention to the fact that, without injus- 
tice to those who have recently completed 


the Line School course, no adap- 
tation of the course to meet needs of 
former can Without such 


adaptation, it .is not believed, in 

that any such officer can, with profit to 
himself and to the Service, pursue the 
General Staff School course.” 

In his report the director, School of the 
Tine, says, “During the entire existence 
of this school many arguments have been 
advanced for and against the competitive 
system. The consensus of opinion invari- 
ably reverts to the conclusion that such 
a system should continue. It is felt that 
in no other way can a just, accurate and 
impartial comparative estimate of the 
ability of the officers be determined. At 
present no reason can be seen to change 
the system. So long as a competitive 
system exists the relative standing of offi- 
cers attending the school must be deter- 
mined by some system of marking. No 
matter what system is adopted there will 
always be a few who will feel and claim 
that injustice has been done them. It is 
felt, though, that a calm and impartial 
review and survey of the work, and the 
marking, will disclose the fallacy of such 
claims. As a result of experience during 
the past two years it is proposed to put 
into effect next year a system of reviews, 
beth of problems and their marking, 
which will tend to more closely co-ordinate 
the instruction and marking.”

The resolu- 
tion: calls on The Adjutant General to 
urge Congress to pass the necessary legis- 
lation. 

(4) Favoring the enactment of legis- 
lation to give officers of the Regular Army 
who formerly served in the National 
Guard or Organized Militia, longevity 
pay, according to provisions of 8. 2803. 

(5) The association believes National 
Guard Reserve officers on duty with<the 
General Staff are entitled to the same pay 
and allowances as Regular officers, and 
that for this purpose those of the Na- 
tional Guard or Organized Militia be com- 
muted, as provided in S. 150 and H.R. 


‘45. 

(6) That the time for making recom 
mendation for the Medal of Honor, Dis 
tinguished Service Cross and Distinguished 
Service Medal for service in the World 
War should be extended five years.

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War Department Views 
on Pay Proposals 


To give the committee and the depart- 
ments an opportunity to study the Mc- 
Kenzie plan for the readjustment of Ser- 
sice pay, it was decided at a meeting of 
the Wadsworth Committee Dec. 14 to ask 
for the postponement of the time when a 
report should be made to Congress until 
the first Monday in March. This will give 
the committee ninety days to work out a 
new basis for Service pay. 

Mr. McKenzie will take the matter up 
with the Steering Committee and leaders 
of the House next week and make an 
eflort to reach an agreement on policy in 
dealing with the entire subject. If he 
can secure favorable consideration the 
passage of legislation placing Service pay 
on a new basis will be assured. It is 
ypderstood that Chairman Wadsworth has 
already worked toward an agreement with 
leaders of the Senate. 

At an executive meeting of the Wads- 
worth Committee views of representa- 
tives of the departments were submitted. 
The Secretary of War in a letter to Rep- 
resentative McKenzie gave a qualified en- 
dursement to the plan and the views of 
the Navy Department were presented by 
Capt. Philip Williams in a statement to 
the Wadsworth committee. It is under- 
stood that they followed somewhat the 
hnes of those of the Secretary of War. 

The attitude of the representatives of 
the Services were friendly to Representa- 
tive McKenzie, although they did not agree 
with some of the propositions that he has 
put forth, which were published in ‘the 
last issue of the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
naL. It is recognized that Mr. McKenzie 
is really trying to solve the pay problem. 
He is of the opinion that it should be re- 
adjusted on the present basis and that per- 
ranent legislation should be enacted in- 
stead of passing a resolution extending 
the operation of the present law, as has 
been suggested from other sources. Mr. 
McKenzie believes that Congress will do 
as much for the Services now as it ever 
will, despite the cry of economy. 





The Secretary of War in his letter took 
occasion to impress upon Mr. McKenzie | 
the importance of continuing the pay of | 
the Services on something like the present 
basis. He was not inclined to agree with | 
the proposition of basing pay wholly on 
length of service. He insisted that this 
was a too radical departure from the sys- 
tem of pay for men in the Government | 
service and in private life. 

Some Objections to Plan. 

In the course of his letter, Secretary | 
Weeks said: 

“The principle of pay for services ren- | 
dered, according to the position occupied | 
in any organization, is a convention that | 
represents the great consensus of opinion | 
in the world to-day, and it is a question | 
whether we would wisely make the basic 
pay dependent upon length of service. We 
approach entirely too near to that to-day 
in many of the Government services where 
promotion is lineal and when grade and 
pay depend largely upon the individual’s 
health and strength rather than upon his 
ability and usefulness. Its adoption to a 
greater degree by the general services con- 
cerned might lead to its adoption elsewhere 
in the Government service. Briefly, these 
are some of the objections to the tentative 
pan. 

“In detail, your plan proposes the fol- 
lowing points: 

(a) To make length of service a 
controlling factor in determining the 
base pay of officers. 

(b) To inject into the pay an ele- 
ment which will increase or decrease 
the total compensation of officers as 
the cost of living increases or de- 
creases. 

(c) To make a distinction between 
the allowance of officers with depend- 
ents and those without dependents so 
as to give increased compensation 
where it is most needed. 

(d) To accept the principle that 
junior officers require somewhat less 
in the matter of living conditions 
than older officers . 

Changes Suggeste‘. 

“If these principles should be sdopted 
by the committee I am of the opinion that 
there should be certain changes in the 
fgeres and periods given by you, and that 
tny legislation decided on should contain 
& saving clause which would prevent the 
teduction of the pay of any officer now in 
the Service below that provided for in the 
tet of May 11, 1908. Without such a 
Sving clause many cases of injustice to 
individuals and a demoralizing effect on 
the morale of the Service would result. 

“The base pay of officers in the first 
Soup should, I think, be $1,500. Consid- 
tring the equipment that young officers 
lave to provide, $1,000 per year is inade- 
quate, Bay for the second group should 

increased to $2,200, which will meet 
the needs of that group better than $2,000 
% proposed, and is the pay of a first lieu- 
tenant of five years’ service under the law 
of 1908, To meet these increases, the pay 
of the ng oe grades might be reduced be- 
lw the figures suggested by you. 

“As an officer becomes older he requires 
*mewhat better living conditions than 
When he is young, and accordingly I have 
divided the officers for this purpose in 
three groups instead of two as proposed 
Y you. Buch an extension would have 








the advantage of making less radical 
changes in the existing system. 

“It would seem that the commuted value 
of one room and of one subsistence allow- 
ance should. be fixed in the law for the 
coming fiscal year, and that thereafter 
the President should fix them on the first 
ot July of each year based upon a certi- 
fication by the Secretary of Labor of the 
conditions existing at that time. I sug- 
gest, as a reasonable commutation for the 
coming fiscal year, $20 per month for one 
room and sixty-five cents for one subsis- 
tence allowance.” 


Secretary Submits Tables. 

The Secretary of War supplies tables 
embodying suggested changes, and says: 

“Under your proposed plan there ought 
elso to be readjustment of the pay and 
allowances of brigadier and major gen- 
erals to make the emoluments received by 
them in proportion to the proposed new 
rates for the grades next below them. 

“These tables, in no wise change the 
fundamental ideas of your plan, and the 
tutal cost of the commissioned personnel 
of the Army, as recommended, would be 
$56,803,383, while the cost, as shown in 
the budget estimate for the fiscal year 
1923, is $59,374,537, a direct saving of $2,- 
571,153. To this amount should be added 
approximately $250,000 because of the fact 
that the estimated cost under the proposed 
plan is based upon 101 more officers than 
were estimated for in the budget estimate 
for 1922. 

“In connection with these figures I in- 
vite your attention to the fact that 73 per 
cent. of all officers in the Army to-day fall 
into your second group, while 11 per cent. 
fall into the third group. Twenty years 
hence the survivors of this 84 per cent. 
will all be in group 5 and 6 and the cost 
of their pay will be greatly increased in 
spite of deaths and separations from the 
Service. Fixed pay for each grade gives a 
definite total for the cost at any time, but 
pay for length of service and number of 
dependents gives an entirely indeterminate 
sum for the total at any future time. 


Should Consider Service. 

“In the case of officers of Group 1, your 
attention is invited to the fact that about 
55 per cent., of the pay is for the services 
rendered while about 45 per cent. is for 
dependents that an officer may have, and 
I question whether this is just or is a real 


measure of the Government’s interest in 


the size of his family. 

“The matter of constructive service is 
one that should be carefully considered. 
Some such measure must be made to pro- 
vide for officers who came into the Ser- 
viee in the higher grades, but as the plan 





now stands a new officer coming into the | 


receive more pay than many officers that 
have had over twenty years’ service and 
have risen to their grades through all the 
lower ones of their branch. 

“Some provision should be made for in- 
creased pay upon promotion of officers, 
beth temporary and regular, in time of 
war, otherwise a promotion for efficient 
service would only mean increased labor 
and responsibility and the failures might 
receive the same pay as the men who by 
their success had risen through several 
grades. 

“I suggest that a limitation be placed 
on the allowances of officers below the 
grade of brigadier general, of brigadier 
generals and of major generals, which 
will operate to limit the total emoluments 
received by these three classes to $7,200, 
$8,500 and $10,000, respectively. 

Retired Officers Must be Protected. 

“Inasmuch as your proposed legislation 
abolishes all grades for pay purposes, 
care should be taken so to word the legis- 
lation that it would not be construed in 
such a way as to leave officers now on the 
retired list without any ’pay whatsoever. 

“It is suggested that allowances to 
officers, because of dependents, if author- 
ized, be made payable to them irrespective 
of whether or not the dependent is, at the 
tume, actually resident with the officer, as 
long as such is actually dependent upon 
him for support. 

“The plan proposed by you makes no 
reference to National Guard or Reserve 
officers. Under existing law the pay of 
these officers is based on the pay of offi- 
cers of corresponding grades of the Regu- 
lar Army and I deem it important to call 
your attention to the fact that an act 
based on your proposed plan for the Regu- 
lar Army would have to include provi- 
sions making that plan applicable to the 
payment of National Guard and Reserve 
officers during both peace and war. This 
matter has been considered in the study of 
your plan, and I am of the opinion that 
ig your plan is adopted some modification 
of it can be satisfactorily applied to these 
c2ses.

ARMS CONFERENCE ADOPTS 
FOUR-POWER PACIFIC TREATY. 


Acceptance of the 5-5-3 naval ratio of 
the Conference on Limitation of Arma- 
ments and Far Hastern Affairs by the Jap- 
anese government was contained in a ea- 
blegram of Dec. 14 from Tokio. Secre- 
tary of State Hughes, Arthur J. Balfour, 
head of the delegation from Great Britain, 
and Baron Kato, chief of the Japanese 
delegation, conferred in Washington the 
same day on the proposed rearrangement 
of tonnage with the object of finding a 
way whereby. the battleship Mutsu might 
be saved for Japan without destruction of 
the fundamental principle of the 5-5-3 
ratio. No official announcement was made 
of the result of the conference, but it is 
reported that the retention of the Mutsu 
would provide for the keeping by the United 
States of the battleships Colorado and 
Washington in place of the Delaware ana 
North Dakota, which would be scrapped. 
The construction of two battleships of the 
Hood class by Great Britain would not be 
opposed by the United States under thig 
arrangement, it is believed, if it was 
agreed that they should not. exceed the 
tennage of the Colorado, 32,000 tons. 

The text of a treaty between the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Japan 
was proposed, which is intended to pre- 
serve formal peace in the Pacific. A con- 
vention embodying this text is to be sub- 
mitted to the Senate for ratification. The 
rights of each of the contracting parties in 
the Pacific ocean in regard to insular_pos- 
sessions and dominions are to be respected. 
Any controversies arising are to be settled 
by a joint conference of the four powers. 
The agreement is to remain in force tor 
ten years. It is to apply equally to the 
islands constituting the Japanese Empire. 
Immediately following the ratification ot 
the proposed treaty the agreement between 
Great Britain and Japan, which was con- 
cluded in London on’ July 13, 1911, is to 
terminate. 

The United States and Japanese delega- 
tions on Dec. 12 prepared an agreement 
defining the rights of the United States in 
the Island of Yap. This country is to 
have free access to the island on the foot- 
ing of entire equality with Japan or any 
other nation in all that relates to the land- 
ing and operation of the existing Yap- 


Guam cable, or any other cable which may | 


hereafter be laid by the United States or 
its nationals. Both are also to be accora- 


ed the same rights with respect to radio 


service,

ENLISTED PERSONNEL, U.S.N., 
REDUCED FOR LACK OF FUNDS. 

An effort will be made by the Navy De- 
partment to reduce the enlisted strength of 
the Navy to 96,000 by Jan. 1. This will 
call for a discharge from the Service of 
something like 4,000 or 5,000 men. The 
necessity for this step is due to the lack 
of appropriations to pay the men. . 

In the reduction of the enlisted strength 
of th? Navy it is planned to decrease the 
enlisted personnel of the Atlantic Fleet 
by about 2,200 and the Pacific Fleet by 
800. The balance of the reduction will be 
on. the shore stations. It is not believed 
that it will be necessary to discharge any 
men without their own request. The com- 
manders in the fleet and on shore stations 
kave been advised. that any application for 
an honorable discharge from the Navy 
that is made between now and Jan. 1 will 
be approved. By this system, it is thought 
that the reduction can be made without 
serious hardships to the men. 

This reduction will result in a short- 
age o* men to man ships and possibly 
some of them may be placed in reserve.

AERONAUTICS COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


The annual report of the National Aa- 
vuwsory Committee for Aeronautics, of 
which Dr. Charles D, Walcott, Director 


of the Smithsonian Institution, is chair- 
man, has just been made public. 

The report contains a recommendation 
that a bureau be established in the 
partment of Commerce for the regulation 
and development of air navigation. It 
says, among other things: 

most urgent need for the success- 
ful development of aviation at the present 
time, either for re pt or civil purposes, 
is. thA enactment of legislation providing 
for the Federal regulation of air naviga- 
tion, and the establishment of airways 
and airdromes under Federal lation. 
The Federal regulation should include the 
licensing of aviators, aircraft and air- 
dromes; the airwa should consist of 
chains of Go elds providing supply 
and repair cilities and including the 
necessary dtteorcinetedl stations, obser- 
vations and reports. 

“Tf the Federal Government will estab- 
lish and regulate transcontinental air- 
ways as recommended, the committee is 
confident that air lines for the transpor- 
tation of passengers or goods will be 
rapidly established by private enterprise 
in all parts of the country. The first na- 
tional airways, however, should be care- 
fully planned to serve military as well as 
civil needs. The committee reiterates its 
fcrmer recommendations as to the man- 
aer of accomplishing the desired results, 
and urgently recommends the establish- 
ment by law of a bureau of air navigation 
in the Department of Commerce. 


Indispensable to Army and Navy. 

“Aviation is indispensable to the Army 
and to the Navy in warfare; and its rela- 
tive importance will continue to increase. 
Other branches of the military service 
are comparatively well developed, whereas 
aviation is still in the early stages of its 
development. The demand for greatly re- 
duced expenditures in the agree” and 
caval services should not apply to the Air 
Service. The committee recommends that 
liberal provision be made for the Army 
and Navy air services, not only that pro- 
vision be made for the maintenance and 
training of personnel, but also that the 
funds be adequate to insure the fullest de- 
ae of aviation for military and 
aaval purposes. 

“There are several causes which are de- 
laying the development of civil —— 
such as the lack of airways, landing fields, 
serological service and —¥ properly

Mail Service stands cet an as a pioneer 
agency, overcoming these handicaps and 
blazing the way, so to speak, for the prac- 
tical peemere of commercial aviation.”

FOREST PATROL OPERATIONS. 


Forest fire patrols from March Field 
started on Aug. 21, 1921. Two patrols are 
flown. The circle patrol, leaving the field 
daily, covers 185 miles and takes in San 
Gabriel Canyon on the northwest, Bald- 
win Lake on the east, and San Jacinto 
Fountain on the southeast. The Santa 
Barbara patrol, leaving the field one day 
and returning the next, covers 215 miles 
one way. Fifty fires have been reported 
since the patrol started. The Air Service 
report was the first received on twelve of 
this number. On nine of the fifty the loca- 
tion was 100 per cent. efficient, twenty 
were 80 per cent. efficient and two were 
missed entirely. The accuracy of the re- 
mainder cannot be determined, as they 
were unconfirmed at the time bi-monthly 
reports were submitted. Ninety-five per 
cent. of the fires were reported within ten 
minutes of the time of discovery. The 
radio efficiency for the season was 95 per 
cent., i.e. the ships were in communica- 
tion with the ground 95 per cent. of their 
time in the air. The circle patrol was dis- 
continued on Oct. 27, while the Santa Bar- 
bara patrol was flown until Nov. 15. 





TEST FLYING AT NIGHT.

It is feared that Georgia Tech will be 
eliminated because of the distance from 
Annapolis, though the Naval Academy 
weuld like to secure it as an opponent. 
The Academy athletic management is in 
no hurry to complete an arrangement, and 
will give due consideration to every offer, 
The possibility of renewing it with 
Princeton has not been abandoned.

General Rickards points 
points out that on all certificates cover- 
ing transfers during the period from July 
1 to Dec. 31 of any calendar, year, it will 
be necessary to include the number of 
drills for which the soldier was paid for 
the period ending June 30. 





EFFICIENCY REPORTS ON OFFICERS. 


Copies of the Militia Bureau form No. 
1118, intended for the preparation of effi- 
ciency reports of National Guard officers 
have been forwarded by the Militia Bu- 
reau of the War Department to all Adju- 
tants General with the request that they 
distribute them to those responsible for 
making the reports. Where there is a 
commanding general of the National 
Guard of the state concerned, he is to 
make out the report on officers of the 
staff eorps and departments and com- 
manding officers of brigades, regiments 
and separate units. In case there is no 
commanding general, the work is to be 
done by The Adjutant General of the 
state. The reports should be forwarded 
as soon as practicable after Dec. 31.

EANSAS. 


Brig. Gen. C. I, Martin, The Adjutant 
General of Kansas, in a recent letter to 
organization commanders of the Kansas 
N.G. on co-operating in recruiting said: 

“Orders have been issued by the War 
Department that in all cases where a sol- 
dier of the Regular Army. fails. to re-enlist 
his former organization commander will 
notify the adjutant general of the state in 
which, the: soldier intends, to reside, with 
a view to his being enlisted in an organi- 
zation of the National Guard of that state. 
he National Guard should show appre- 
ciation of this action on the part of the 
Regular Service by encouraging men in or 
out of the National Guard: who contem- 
plate enlisting in the Regular Service to 
enlist at one of the military posts in the 
state, or at recruiting stations within the 
state. 

“Recruiting parties from Fort Riley will 
visit Topeka, Hutchinson, Wichita, Salina 
and other Kansas cities in the near fu- 
ture, and commanding officers of National 
Guard units at these stations should co- 
operate with these’ recruiting parties. 
There should be at all. times the utmost 
cordiality between the Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Organized Reserves.” 





GEN. VACCARI REVIEWS 9TH N.Y. 


Lieut. Gen. Giuseppe Vaccari, chief of 
staff of the Italian army, who reviewed 
the 9th Coast Defense Command, N.Y. 
N.G., Col. J. J. Byrne, in its armory in 
New York city on the night of Dec. 8, at 
the conclusion of the ceremony made an 
address to the regiment. He made his re- 
marks in Italian, and these were inter- 
preted by Chaplain J. A. Breslin of the 
command. 

General Vaccari paid tribute to the valor 
of the American troops, both living and 
dead. who served overseas during the 
World War, and he praised the officers 
and men of the 9th for their patriotism 
and loyalty in serving in the National 
Guard. The General said that he was 
greatly impressed at their appearance dur- 
ing the review. 

General Vaccari was accompanied by 
Col. N. B. Falzani, of the General Staff 
of the Italian army; Col: G. W. Burleigh 
and Chaplain J.. A. Breslin, N.Y.N.G. 
Others present among the special guests 
were Lieut. Baron Mauro Martucci, Ital- 
ian army; Mr. BE. Schiappi, formerly of 
the American Mission to negotiate peace 
during the World War; Col. L. D. Conly, 
Col. A. G. Schermerhorn, Lieut. Cols. BH. 
J. Winterroth and C. G. Allyn, N.Y.N.G. 
The regiment paraded in service uniform 
with steel helmets and had a large turn- 
out. 





REVIEW IN BROOKLYN. 


Under command of Capt. Edward T. 
Vitzgerald, the 2d Battalion of New York 
Naval Militia was reviewed in its armory 
at Brooklyn, N.Y., Dec. 10 by Commo- 
dore Robert P. Forshew, commanding the 
New York Nayal Militia. It was the first 
review of the battalion since the World 
War. In addition to the review there was 
an Infantry and ‘Artillery drill. Visiting 
officers expressed the opinion that, all 
things considered, the battalion made a 
creditable showing. 

There were some 200 officers'and men 
in the ranks, but there are also some 200 
additional men who cannot parade because 
of failure to~ secure uniforms from the 
Navy Department, 

New York and Wisconsin are at present 
the only two states who now have Naval 
Militia, and the hope is expressed that the 
Navy Department will speed up and pro- 
vide the much needed uniforms. 





WASHINGTON. 


The Washington Guardsman, in its is- 
sue of Dec. 2, publishes this interesting 
list of “Don’ts” :

In keeping with the great American 
fallacy that the people, through the 
War Department, can raise an Army 
overnight, is the still greater but more 
modern one that we would be enabled 
to produce the required armament by 
the next day. The people of the United 
States, in the past, have been unable 
to understand that to have effectwe 
INDUSTRIAL MOBILIZATION in time of 
war we must have INDUSTRIAL PREP- 
ARATION in time of peace. 





COMMERCIAL INDUSTRY AND DEFENSE. 


Brig. Gen. Guy BH. Tripp, chairman of 
the board of the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Co., of New York 
city, who during the World War took an 
important part in military activities, de- 
livered an address before an audience 
composed of ordnance experts from all 
parts'of the country at a meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical Wngi- 
neers, held in New York city on Dec. 9 

General Tripp spoke of plans for the for- 
mation of a great civilian organization to 
work in harmony with the Ordnance De- 
partment of the Army, with the object of 
linking the great industria] plants of the 
country, and also the educational institu- 
tions, with the War Department through 
the organization of a corps of Reserve 
Army officers, thus aiding in the work of 
indystrial mobilization. The General said 
in part: 

With a naval disarmament agreement 
which is adhered to by England and the 
United States, and made more perfect 
through its adoption by other nations, we 
ean proceed to set our house in order and 
undertake the development of ourselves, 
industrially. and .educationally, with the 
satisfactory thought that we are at the 
same time establishing the most effective 
defensive preparedness ‘ possible. We 
would be carrying forward to a higher de- 
gree that kind of preparedness which we 
had already achieved and which made it 
perciise' 2 equip and place in the field an 
army of 2,000,000 men in 1917. 

“We must preserve our patriotic love of 
country, our willingness and desire to de- 
fend it, the knowledge of the art of de 
fense, and we ought~to have a plan for 
mobilization in time of emergency of not 
only our man power but also of our in- 
dustrial and educational resources. 


Preparedness and Disarmament. 


“There ig nothing inconsistent with the 
adoption of a disarmament policy and this 
kind of preparedness which, while it makes 
the nation strong in defense, does not 
threaten the peace of the world. 

“Such a plan is now under way, and it 
is the creation of a corps of volunteer Re- 
serve Army officers who shall give with- 
out remuneration a portion of their time 
in order. to acquire the education and disci- 
pline which will enable them to be effec- 
tive in time of stress. In the case of the 
Ordnance Department, the plan also con- 
templates a liaison connection with the 
industrial and education facilities of the 
country. 

“In addition to the field units of Ord- 
nance there is, as you know, the much 
larger organization which is engaged in 
tue production of war materials in time 
of war, and it is this braneh of the mili- 
tary structure which is the most difficult 
to skeletonize in time of peace. To cover 
this. need there is under consideration a 
plan for the establishment. of several dis- 
trict ordnance offices having geographical 
boundaries which correspend, generally 
speaking, with those which were estab- 
lished during the war. These organiza- 
tions, under the guidance of volunteer dis- 
trict chiefs, will maintain contact with 
those industries in their districts, which, 
in emergency, may be called upon. to. fur- 
nish war supplies. 

“Tt is impossible in a brief space to 
point, out the many advantages which will 
result from this contact, No one knows 
better than you gentlemen the value, for 
example, of modifying designs in order 
that quantity production may be expe- 
dited. You will also agree that, an inti- 
mate knowledge of the available manufac- 
turing plants both as to equipment and 
personnel would save valuable time in case 
of need. 


Intelligent Mobilization. 


“A skeleton plan of organization, in 
which the best men in our industrial life 
would have a place allotted to them, would 
permit of rapid and intelligent mobiliza- 
tion of the best brains of the country. 

“There are many other things with 
which you gentlemen, with your trained 
imaginations, ean complete the picture. 
Just how far it can be carried out at this 
time is problematical. A good deal. of 
thought has been given to it, and it now 
appears possible that sufficient work can 
be given to such an organization to keep 
it interested, which, of course, is a vital 
necessity if it is to be an effect?ve instru- 
ment, When a beginning is made it will 
probably be in New York. 

“New York Post, Army Ordnance As- 
sociation, has already been organized, and 
one of its principal functions is to advise 
both as to plans and personnel im carrying 
on this work.

The personnel bureau of The Adjutant 
Generals office will be charged with re- 
sponsibility for obtaining and maintain- 
ing the commissioned personnel for duty 
with units of the Organized Reserves 
where the mature of such duty makes this 
officer’s tranch immaterial. Such re 
tions are mainly those on the staffs of the 
various divisions.

INCREASE IN B8.0.T.0, STUDENTS. 


Statisties of Nov. 1 show that there are 
1’% eelleges having 230 R.O.T.C. units 
with a total enrollment of 57,748 students, 
of whem 7,534 were in the advanced 
course and 50,214 in the basic. This is 
an increase of 26 units and 3,600 stu- 
dents over the year before. The advanced 
course enrollment has an increase of 2,470 
students, which makes it 50 per cent. 
greater than last year. 

The largest total enrollment reported by 
any university or college was 2.770 from 
the University of Illinois, grouped in six 
units. The University of Ohio has 2,746 
with five units. These enrollments are 
believed to be the largest numbers ever 
trained at one time in any American col- 
lege in time of peace. ° 

The essentially military schools giving 
R.O.T.C. training have expanded their 
number from 30 to 41 with a total enroll- 
ment in their units of 7,736, which is 611 
greater than last year. 

By branches of the Service the enroll- 
ments in the college units were as follows: 
Infantry, 37,426; Field Artillery, 6,722; 
Coast Artillery, 3,498; Engineers, 3,360; 


Cavalry, 2,168; Signal Corps, 1,443; Mo- 
tor Transport of Quartermaster Corps, 
923; Air Service, 774; Medical Corps, 
477; Ordnance, 467; Dental, 371; Veteri- 
nary, 119. 


WHAT MILITARY TRAINING DOES. 


Superintendent of Schools Jones, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, is a strong advocate of 
military training. In a recent interview, 
whieh appears in School Topics, official 
publication of the Cleveland public schools, 





he says: 

“Military training is one agency 
which right habits and proper behavior 
may be encouraged or established. It 
breaks down the boundaries of vincial 
thinking, because one is nationalized men- 
tally while studying the science and art 
of the defense of his commonwealth. One 
cannot well escape considering the cause 
that makes defense . The prac- 
tice in military training makes for mental 
and physical alertness, precision in action, 
manly conduct, consideration for the rights 
of others, prompt obedience in the pur 
suit of duty. It contributes to physical 
welfare; it inspires a devotion to one’s 
eountry. Finally, it is our highest hope 
that in learning the cause for war and 
the horrors of war, it will prompt the ut- 
most effort when students turn to civil 
life to make peace secure.” 





LITTLE ROCK COLLEGE.: 


The R.O.T.C. unit of the Little Rock 
College, Little Rock, Ark., under the com- 
mand of Capt. Hunter L. Girault, U.S.A., 
has made rapid strides in military activi- 
ties in the last few months. In the Arm- 
istice Day parade the unit, headed by its 
band, was conceded to be the feature of 
the spectacle. 

Capt. William F. Freehoff, 7th Corps 
Area inspector, has just completed an in- 
spection of the unit, in which he compli- 
mented the student officers and men. A 
review and battalion parade were held in 
his honor. 

Rivalry is keen between the companies 
in the unit, which no doubt has its place 
in making the wonderful esprit de corps. 
Cadet officers are giving. their best efforts, 
and it is the hope of every company com- 
mander that his company will be the high- 
est in target practice when the unit con- 
duets its practice on the Fort Logan H. 
Roots rifle range early next spring. 





OREGON AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE.

HONOR GRADUATES, £.0.T.C. 


Beginning with the current college year 
the distinguished colleges, under regula- 
tions modified by the War Department, 
will be empowered to so designate five per 
cent. of its R.O.T.C. graduates as honor 
graduates, for special] excellence in mili- 
tary work and academic studies. Their 
names and the names of the colleges desig- 
nating them will be published annually 
by the War Department. Students thus 
honored are exempted from all mental 
tests when examinations are conducted 
for appointments as second lieutenants in 
the lar Army, providing they are 
otherwise eligible. In past years only one 
R.O.T.C. graduate ,a year could be se- 
lected as an honor graduate. 





NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 


The aggressive policy of the new staff 
of the Northwestern University R.O.T.C. 
has been securing results. Under the 
leadership of Major Louis T. Byrne and 
his assistants it has become a thriving 
unit. Major Byrne has created a power- 
ful morale in the organization. Coming 
here from Fort Sheridan last fall, he im- 
mediately began his intensive work of 
building up the unit. 

The continued co-operation of the R.O. 
T.C., writes a correspondent from the Uni- 
versity, “should be of immense value to the 
campus.

The 
Admiral was one of the first Chinamen to 
be educated in the United States and is an 
eloquent and forceful speaker.

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


The Army Mutual Aid Association is 
new in a better condition financially, and 
enrolls a larger membership than at any 
time in its existence. The association’s 
reserve fund has a par value of $610,000. 
The membership on Dec. 1 was 1,937. 
Sixty-three new members were added dur- 
ing the month of November alone. It is 
denied that there is any need for appre 
hension that the association is overloaded 
with so many members among the senior 
officers that a top-heavy age condition 
exists. The records show that the average 
ege for the first thirty years has not ul- 
dergone any marked variation. The as- 
seciation exists solely for the benefit of 
officers of the Army and their dependents. 
The annual charge per member for over- 
head costs averages about $1.37, and the 
$3,000 benefit is promptly paid. 
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Practical Military Results . of 
Conference vs, Desire Based 
on Sentiment 


HW® Arms Conference has now been 

in session for approximately one 

month. Therefore, ample opportu- 

nity is afforded to examine from a 

military point of view, one, the effect on 

the public; two, the practical results of 
the conference. 

It is evident that a large section of the 
public is still looking at the conference 
and its work from the point of view of 
ultimate total disarmament ag a means of 
ending war. ‘The public naturally and 
justly wishes to avoid war. The difficul- 
ties experienced during the war period 
and the subsequent high taxation and 
practical living difficulties which still con- 
tinue, serve to emphasize this commenda- 
ble desire to avoid war. 

There is danger that this natural wish 
may lead to too ready an avoidance of 
the hard facts ag to the practical military 
results. Also there is considerable evi- 
dence to show that up to the present this 
wish has aided foreign delegates to obtain 
support. in projects which serve to 
strengthen them from a military point of 
view and to correspondingly weaken our- 
selves, Whenever one or more of these 
points unfavorable to us, which some one 
of the foreign delegations may wish to ob- 
tain, is attacked by any American the cry 
is immediately raised that the author of 
the attack must be anti some country or 
other, 

There is too much tendency to forget 
that in each of these questions there is a 
point of view not anti any country, not 
primarily opposed to the limitation of 
armaments, but only and above all inter- 
ested that enthusiasm and sentiment do 
not lead us into putting ourselves into a 
disadvantageous position with respect to 
other countries. 


Abrogation of British-Japanese 
Treaty Is of Distinct 
Military Advantage 


ROM a military point of view the 
F one gain for the United States in the 

Arms Conference to date is the ar- 

rangement to abrogate the Japanese- 
British alliance upon ratification of the 
four-power treaty. Even as a neutral 
Great Britain’s position in case of war 
between the United States and Japan 
would have been quite different with the 
alliance still in existence. As long as this 
alliance remained all military considera- 
tion of war had to be based on the worst 
possible ‘case, which would have been that 
of combined operations by the Japanese 
and British against us. 

While our building program would have 
given us a bigger Navy than either that 
of Great Britain or Japan, their combined 
fleets would probably always -have been 
superior to ours, with the result that they 
would have had control of the sea and a 
consequent ability to land their armies on 
our coast, thus causing the fighting to take 
place upon our territory. ; 

In other words, as long as this treaty 
exists we cannot afford to ignore the fact 
that the ultimate defense of the country 
and guarantee against defeat must be our 
land forces. , ; 

If the four-power agreement is substi- 
tuted for the British-Japanese alliance, 
and should no agreement have been come 
to with respect to the limitation of naval 
armaments, our gain from a purely mili- 
tary point of view would have been con- 
siderable, as our building program, if car- 
ried out, would have given us a larger 
Navy than that of any single other power, 
with the consequence that in case of war 
our Navy would have been able to drive 
the opposing Navy from the sea and thus 
insure that any land fighting which took 
place would have been upon enemy terri- 
tory. : 
With the four-power treaty and the lim- 
itation of naval armament agreement the 
question of whether or not we can be in- 
vaded in case of war will not depend en- 
tirely upon the ratio of capital ships, but 
how this ratio may be affected in each par- 
ticular case by the possession of naval 


bases, whether or not they are properly 
fortified, cable and wireless communica- 
tions, submarines, merchant marine and 
aircraft. 


Arms Limitation Agreement 
Gives Britain Control 
of Atlantic 

N the unfortunate case of war the 

British fleet, with the same number 

of capital ships as our own, could 

assume the offensive in any operations 

in the Atlantic, because Great Britain 

possesses bases from which to operate off 

our coasts, while we have none occupy- 

ing similar positions off the British coast. 

Her cable and wireless communications 

would enable her to keep in touch with 

her fleet at all times. Even if we could 

get across the Atlantic, the absence of ca- 

ble communication would ‘seriously inter- 

ferc with maintaining properly liaison 
with our fleet. 

If the British desire for a limitation 
further than that originally proposed in 
the number and size of submarines should 
be agreed to we would be still further 
handicapped because we would possess no 
means of getting at and destroying the 
merchant marine upon which both the sup- 
ply of her fleet and of England herself 
would depend. 

Great Britain’s greatly superior mer- 
chant marine, in so far as numbers are 
concerned, would give her within a short 
period after a declaration of war a large 
cruiser force and a sufficient number of 
airplane carriers, as merchant vessels can 
be rapidly converted into both these types. 

In other words, there can be little 
doubt that the agreement giving her the 
same number of capital ships as ourselves 
insures her control of the Atlantic in case 
of war and that consequently our ulti- 
mate defense must rest upon our land 
army, as she would possess the power to 
land upon our soil either from the coast 
or Canada. 

In the case of Japan, whether she will 
possess the power to invade us in the un- 
fortunate case of war or we the power to 
shut her up in her own fslands, depends 
entirely upon the details of the naval agree- 
ment as yet not made public. 


Minor Details of Conference 
Will Decide U.S.-Japan 
Pacific Control 

N many cases it is not understood 
why there should have been any re- 
sistance on our part to allowing Ja- 
pan to increase her ratio in capital 
ships as long as her total remained below 
curs. The reason for this resistance is 
that with her naval bases in the Pacific, 
their state of fortification and her cable 
and wireless communications, her position 
is decidedly superior to our own. Future 
agreements or policies with respect to sub- 
marines, merchant marine and aircraft 
can also materially affect this question. 
It is common to deride the possibility of 
Japan’s invading this country in case of 
war. It is even further from the thoughts 
of the average y amen that we might con- 
sider invading Japan. On the other hand, 
there is probably no case in military his- 
tory of a question sufficiently acute to 
really justify two nations going to war 
having been decisively settled until the 
army of one had occupied an important 
part of the territory of the other, or at 
least shown its ability to do so. 


The desire to spare Germany the dis- 
asters which inevitably accompany inva- 
sion influenced the Germans from the very 
beginning of the recent war. 


Problems We Must Face 


The least with which we could be con- 
. onted in case of war with Japan would 
es 
1. The problem of keeping her from 
invading this country should she pos- 
sess sufficient sea power to control 

the Pacific. 

2. The problem of trying to cross 
the Pacific, at least with our fleets, 
and force her position to the extent 
of giving us access to the China 
coast by blockading Japan proper. 

In the case of bases, not only does Ja- 
pan possess many more than do we, and 
not only do they reach further out into 
the Pacific than do ours, with the excep- 


tion of Guam and the ge but also 


there can be little doubt that those most 


favorably placed from the strategic point 
of view are properly fortified. 

The under fortification, insufficient gar- 
risoning and supplying of our few naval 
bases are well known facts. In other 
words, if Japan agrees to the maintenance 
of the status quo with respect to the for- 
tification of naval bases, qur position is 
distinctly inferior. 

The ition of our bases allows Japan 
to easily cut our cable communications 
while protecting hers from any such effort 
cn our part. Japan, being a maritime 
empire, becoming more and more depend- 
ent upon overseas trade, is, like Great 
Britain, peculiarly susceptible to attack 
by submarines, particularly of the larger 
type. We, being a continental power, are 
not so susceptible, therefore our position 
with respect to Japan is strengthened or 
weakened depending upon not only the 
limitation of the total tonnage of subma- 
rines allowed, but also upon the size al- 
lewed. 

Thus even with an inferior number of 
capital ships Japan’s_ relative naval 
strength can easily be sufficiently large to 
keep us away from Asia and may be great 
enough to insure her domination of the 
Pacific and consequently the opportunity 
to invade the United States. 


Overseas Invasions Shown to 
Be Commonplace in 
Military History 

ILITARY history is full of suc 
cessful overseas invasions. It is 
true that the gallant expeditions 
in the past, such as the Spanish 

invasions of Peru and Mexico, the numer- 
ous ones of the British and French to In- 
dia, the British one which took Havana, 
another which took Manila, the unsuccess- 
ful one against Buenos Aires, were all 
small in so far as modern numbers are 
concerned. It must not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that they were carried out in sailing 
vessels without refrigerating apparatus of 
any kind to provide fresh food and with 
such a limited knowledge of sanitation 
that great losses from disease were in- 


ba e. 

ellington’s army was carriéd oversea 
by sailing vessels, landed in Portugal and 
maintained on the Hibertfian peninsula for 
years. 

Napoleon I took an army to Egypt 
through the Mediterranean. In the Cri- 
mean War, Great Britain, France ana 
Turkey transported armies by sea from 
their respective territories to the Crimea. 

In the Boer War, Great Britain trans- 
ported an enormous number of troops and 
animals from the four corners of the earth 
by sea to South Africa, where she success- 
fully maintained them until that. immense 
territory was conquered. 

In the Russo-Japanese War the Japa- 
nese armies not only were transported by 
sea but in many cases were landed on the 
beach through the surf. Our expedition 
against Mexico during the Mexican War 
Was an overseas one which was landed on 
the beach near Vera Cruz. 

The French, British and Spanish sent 
an expedition to Mexico during our Civil 
War. The French troops were landed and 
conquered a large part of the country. 


Striking Modern Example 


The tremendous troop movements made 
by the British of their own troops by sea 
throughout the recent war and the move- 
ment of our Army to France after our 
entry are convincing proofs of the reality 
and possibility of large invasions being 
carried out under modern conditions. 

Invasion is particularly easy when, in- 
stead of having to land the troops on the: 
coast of the country concerned, they can 
be landed in contiguous friendly territory 
which can be used as a base. Great 
Britain could use Canada, as she did on a 
small scale in the war of 1812-15. 

While Japan possesses no territory this 
side of the Pacific, it must never be for- 
gotten that mutual hostility to a third 
power on the part of two others frequently 
leads to alliance in war. 

Mexico is to-day and has been for a 
number of years hostile to the Ugijted 
States. The possibility of her oper#fing 
with Japan against us in time of war, thus 
giving her territory as a base for the Japa- 
nese armies, must never be forgotten. 

The conclusion cannot be escaped that 
the Conference for the Limitation of Ar- 
maments has in no way diminished the 
chance of the United States being invaded 
in ease of war, but rather serves to em- 
phasize the necessity to increase our pres- 
ent land forces made up of the Regular 
Army, the National Guard and the vari- 
ous Reserve forces to the point laid down 
in the National Defense act. 

As the majority of these forces are citi- 
zen soldiers and as the expense is and will 
be relatively small no objection can be 
seen.

DUTIES OF WARRANT OFFICERS. 


To Tue Eprror: 

It is a well known fact that the War 
Department has been unable to get a suffi- 
cient number of second. lieutenants to fill 
the many ‘vacancies in the Army, and that 
it has been difficult even to secure enough 
to fill the position of first lieutenants, not- 
withstanding wide publicity as to the sev- 
eral examinations which have been held 
this year. As most, if not all, secbnd lien- 
tenants have just been promoted to first 
lieutenants, and as West Point does not 
turn out enough to keep the grade filled, 
it ig thought the War Department board 
now considering the duties to be assigned 
to warrant officers might well give thought 
to the advisability of assigning warrant 
officers to organizations to perform the du- 
tics of lieutenants. 

Of the 1,000 or more warrant officers 
practically all were emergency officers dur- 
ing the war, previous to which they were 
non-commissioned officers in the highest 
grades, therefore are unquestionably bet- 
ter qualified to act as lieutenants than 
newly appointed officers. 

Warrant officers are now assigned as 
clerks, and the Service is not getting the 
benefit of their line training at a time 
when there is a dearth of junior officers— 
an asset of real military value. The

THE 25-YEAR RETIREMENT BILL. 


To Tue EXprror: 

Kindly give space to a suggestion as to 
how to avoid more or less demoralization 
of the Army by the reduction of non-com- 
missioned officers, to tomply with G.O. 39, 
W.D., 1921, and Circular 275, W.D., 1921. 
Why not pass the long looked for twenty- 
five-year retirement bill? Practieally all 
the men who would be benefited by it at 
the present time would be men who were 
in the Army during the Spanish-American 
War and the World War — wars should 
be enough for any one). By retiring these 
men it is believed there would have to be 
n@reductions of non-commissioned officers 
to comply with Circular 275. Further- 
more, it would give the men who retire in 
the future something to equal up for the 
double time that those who have retired 
received the benefit of in the past and are 
now receiving. 

In connection with a twenty-five-year 
retirement bill, could not the men so re- 
tired be used to good advantage by calling 
them to active duty (as officers or non- 
commissioned officers of the Keserve Corps) 
as instructors at the Citizens’ Training 
Camps held each year for volunteer mili- 
tary training? writer has no reason 
for thinking the axe will drop on his neck 
when G.O. 39 is enforced. 
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Press Comment Shows 
Journal Is Widely Read 


The mission of this paper has been 
stated to be to help the officers and en- 
listed men of the various Services and the 
civilians to understand each other and the 
problems with which they all, as citizens 
of the United States, are confronted. 

‘The best evidence that the JourRNAL is 
commencing to reach the civilians is the 
fact that it is now be quoted all over 
the country.

This method of 
argument would insure the prompt promo- 
tion of any officer without regard to his 
deserts or character,” 

From a letter printed in the Chicago 
Tribune: “To-day’s article in the series 
being contributed to your paper by Brig. 


| Gen. Henry J. Reilly, editor of the 


AND NAvy JOURNAL, strikes more closely 
at the naval disarmament problem than 
any article I have seen. He shows con- 
clusively that the power of the Japanese 
navy against us does in nowise consist in 
the number of ships, but that the strength 
is one of land fortifications and land strat- 
egy that gives her small navy its superior 
power.” 

The Topeka (Kas.) Journal says: “With 
the revival of the war-time divisions of 
what was originally the National Army in 
the Organized Reserves, it is announced 
in the Army AND Navy Journal, will 
come the restoration, to the officers and 
men forming the units of these divisions, 
of the divisional insignia that were so 
varied and picturesque ornaments of the 
Army uniform in the days of 1917 and 
1918.” 

The Leavenworth (Kas.) Times quotes 
the Army AND Navy JouRNAL as follows: 
“Out of 463 who took the recent examina- 
tion for commissions in the Army in the 
grade of second lieutenant 85 qualified. 
It is stated that the papers indicated that 
many of the candidates did not take the 
examination seriously and failed to real- 
ize that there is a difference between se- 
curing a commission in time of war and 
in the Regular Army in time of peace.” 

From the St. Joseph (Mo.) Gazette: 
“The St. Jos:ph Public Library subscribes 
te Magazines, . . . né ess 
five have been added. They are ARMY AND 
Navy JournaL, Musical America, Ford 
Owner and Dealer, Asia, and Popular: Sci- 
ence Monthly. The library formerly had 
the Army AND Navy JouRNAL on its list. 
So many complaints were made when it 
was taken off that it will be replaced.” 

Says the Buffalo Inquirer: “It is well 
known that one additional straw broke the 
camel’s back. Yet the favorite argument 
for adding a little more, and a little more, 
and a little more, to public expenditures 
is that each more is so little it will not 
be noticed. The Agmy anp Navy Jour- 
NAL resorts to that method in showing us 
that Army and Navy costs are an easily 
borne trifle. It is shown by a chart pub- 
lished in the JourRNAL to reconcile the 
nation to the costs of high preparedness, 
that the total appropriations for naval and 
military appropriations are ‘only slightly 
in execss of eighteen per cent. of all ap- 
propriations made.’ The idea seems to be 
. + « it is quite needless to shave the 
costs or bring the world into agreement 
to lessen armament.” 

The LaPorte (Ind.) Herald publishes 
an article by Frederic Wile, copyrighted 
by the Philadelphia Ledger and sent out 
to a number of papers, in which the fol- 
lowing was printed: “The current issue 

the Army AND Navy JouRNAL makes 
an announcement likely to cause nation- 
wide comment and wonder—namely, that 
what is dubbed ‘the Hughes navy’ will call 
for a considerably larger personnel in both 
officers and men than the ‘present Navy 
in commission.” . . . The Navy to- 
day is notoriously short of full comple 
ments of personnel. . . .

The 
number of men afloat in the entire Nayy 
is approximately 78 per cent. of ordinary 
peace requirements, while the shore estab. 
lishments average about 75 per cent. When 
these figures are digested it is apparent 
that talk of reducing the personnel of the 
present Navy is folly.’” 
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MEDICAL OFFICER asks: Does transfer to 
the retired list of the Army automatically 
transfer a medical officer to the Single List for 
promotion? 

Answer: Medical officers are not placed on 
the Single List at any time, as the provisions 
for promotion are quite different from those 
governing promotion of line officers. If you 
will turn to Section 10 of the amended Ne- 
tional Defense act you will see that medical 
officers are promoted according to years of 
service (three, twelye, twenty, twenty-six), 
without regard to vacancy. A major who re. 
tires after sixteen years’ service would have 
to do four years’ agtive duty after retirement 
before becoming a lieutenant colonel, and six 
more to reach the grade of colonel on the re- 
tired list. 

J. 8S. asks: Are there any orders prohibiting 
a ist sergeant to ‘‘step’’ down to allow an- 
other sergeant in the company to retire as Ist 
sergeant! If same is allowed, what are the 
requirements ¢ 

Answer: The War Department has stated in 
the past that this sort of promotion was not 
favorably considered unless the new appointee 
is qualified to perform all of the new duties 
and would perferm them satisfactorily for at 
least six months. 

D. ©. G@.—Men going on the retired list do 
not draw the Werld War bonus. 

. G. J.—A retired seldier may enter the 
Soldiers’ Home at Washington. Whether it 
would be possible for him to enter one of the 
other homes he could learn by addressing the 
commandant of the home he has in mind. 

H. ¥. T.—The state of Ohio has not author- 
ized a bonus for war service. It has been 
proposed to amend the state constitution so as 
to make it possible. 

ENDRESS.—Will anyone who served in 
Troop E, US. Cay., with John G. Endress, 
communicate with Mrs. Julia Endress, 3029 
West St., Oakland, Calif., who needs the 
voucher of a former comrade in a pension 
claim? 

MEN OF OLD 4TH DIVISION,—The order 
to which you refer provided that the Army 
would be reduced and separations would be 
accepted until the mark of 150,000 had been 
reached. This figure was reached about Sept. 
30 of this year. There are only two ways in 
which men who wish to get out can proceed. 
One is by way of purchase, which, aecording 
to your letter, you do not wish to do. The 
other way is, if you can prove to the authori- 
ties that you have actual dependents which 
need your help, such as your father being 
taken away and your family being actually in 
need of your support.

W. R. B.—(1) The following taken from the 
Comptroller's decisions reads: ‘‘In computing 
the longevity pay (heretofore described as con- 
tinuous-service pay or increase of pay for 
length of service) of any enlisted man now in 
the Marine Oorps, or if any person who 
hereafter enlists or re-enlists in the Marine 
Corps, count all his prior service on the 
active list in the Army, Navy and Marine 





Oorps. Such prior service, whether in con 
secutive or in dissevered periods, is law- 
fully counted for longevity pay.’’ (2) The 


Navy Department has direct jurisdiction over 
the Marine Corps. (3) As to general officers 
in the Marine Corps, seven brigadier generals 
were authorized by act of Aug. 29, 1916 (3 
staff; 4 line): General Barnett was appointed 
major general commandant Feb. 25, 1914; re- 
appointed Feb. 25, i918. When first appointed 
was colonel. Was made brigadier general from 
Aug. 29, 1916. When relieved as commandant 
June 30, 1920, reverted to permanent rank of 
brigadier general. Was commissioned major 
eneral March 7, 1921, from March 5, 1921. 
4) Appointments prior to the war were made 
first, from Naval Academy graduates; second, 
from meritorious non-commissioned officers; 
and third, from civil life, since Aug. 29, 1916. 
If a graduate from West Point desired a com- 
mission in the Marine Corps, he would have to 
stand the same examination that a civilian 
would.

nder Sec. 27, National Defense act as 





amended June 4, 1920, any N.C.O. discharged 
with excellent character at expiration of three 
years in active service shall be permitted to 
re-enlist in organization from which discharged 
with rank and grade held by him at time of 
his discharge, if he re-enlists within twenty 
a > after date of such discharge. 

n order to obtain the benefit of this pro- 
viso, a discharged N.C.O. must apply for re- 
enlistment at station of poll, > from 
which he was last discharged; at a discharge 
and replacement depot designated to receive re- 
placements for territorial department in which 
soldier’s organization is stationed; or at a 
post, camp or station authorized to make en- 
listments for and to furnish transportation to 
station of soldier’s organization or proper dis- 
charge and replacement depot. 

In making appointment to fill any vacancy 
caused by discharge of a N.0.0. with three 
years’ service and character excellent, or in 
making appointments to fill any vacancies 
caused by flow of promotion due to discharge 
of such N.C.0., the authority competent to 
make appointments will issue provisional war- 
rants subject to revocation in case discharged 

.0.0, re-enlists in organization from which 
discharged within twenty days after date of 
such -discharge. In case discharged N.0.O. 
does so re-enlist, the provisional warrants will 
be revoked by authority making appointment, 
and holders of provisional warrants will be 
reappointed in their former grade with rank 
as of date of their former warrant. In case 
discharged N.C.0. does not so re-enlist, the 
provisional warrants will continue in effect as 
does any other warrant. 

Where provisions of this circular are in con- 
flict with Army Regulations, or other regula- 
tions, this circular will govern pending re- 
vision of such regulations.
